Business Trend 
Shows Increase 




Local sales and use taxes 
collected on second-quarter 
transactions gave rise to 
revenues of $63.9 million. 
This amount, distributed to 
cities and counties during 
August and September, was 
nearly 10 per cent higher 
than that distributed during 
the comparable period last 
year. 

It is noted that distribu¬ 
tions in the eight southern¬ 
most counties in California 
were 12 per cent above those 
of a year ago. All eight 
counties registered increases 
which ranged from five per 
cent for Imperial to 23 per 
cent for Orange and Santa 
Barbara counties. The in¬ 
crease for Los Angeles 
County was 11 per cent and 
that for San Diego was six 
per cent. 

The amount received by 
Sierra Madre was $15,241.

What Is A “Liberal”? 


Just what is a "liberal” nowadays — and just what 
does a "liberal” want? 

'That question is given potency by the filibuster against 
the President’s bill for further development and financing 
of communications satellites — of which Telstar was the 
pioneer. 

The bill provides for rigid government regulation of 
this amazing project. Ownership is evenly divided between 
private enterprise and the public. The bill passed the 
House by a vote of 354 to 9 — a margin rarely equaled in 
our legislative history. But a small group, claiming "give¬ 
away,” prevented the Senate from expressing its desire for 
a prolonged period of time and, also, brought Senate busi¬ 
ness to a standstill. 

If this is “liberalism,” in any recognizable sense of an 
ancient and honorable word, the world is upside down. 
What is "liberal” about attempting to make the views of 
a tiny, bitter minority take precedence over those of the 
vast majority? What is "liberal” about an effort to socialize 
a venture which, in all likelihood, will revolutionize world 
communications Give this unprecedented power and prece¬ 
dent to a bureaucracy, and we would have laid the founda¬ 
tion of dictatorship, in fact if not in name. 

__ Another point enters in here. 'The bill’s filibustering 

to 'the $10^000 opponents charged that government could not adequately 
regulate the use of the satellites in a manner which would 
advance the public interest. Therefore, they went on, gov¬ 
ernment must develop and operate them. But if govern¬ 
ment is so incompetent or so corrupt in the relatively 
simple and well-charted field of regulation, what reason 
is there for believing it is capable of conducting the in¬ 
finitely complex job of developing and operating such a 
communications system? 

Finally, the filibustering “liberals” said, in effect, that 
the President and the Congress have a cynical disregard of 
the public interest, and want only, to fatten private cof¬ 
fers. One need not fear that the American citizen will be 
taken in by that outrageous implication.

remarks to Mr. Krushchev 
do not constitute acceptance 
of Communism. 

Now Mr. Fay quotes with 
pride the words of the 1961 
California Senate Commit¬ 
tee. In discussing California 
chapters of the American 
Civil Liberties Union, the 
Committee on Un-American 
Activities stated (says Mr. 
Fay), ‘‘We do not believe 
any of them (A.C.L.U. Chap¬ 
ters) are so infiltrated by 
Communists or fellow-travel¬ 
ers at the present time as 
to justify us in characteriz¬ 
ing any of them as a Com¬ 
munist front.” 

In other words, the Com¬ 
mittee did not believe that 
the Chapers were sufficient¬ 
ly infiltrated by Commu¬ 
nists—‘‘at the present time” 
—"At the present time” cer¬ 
tainly Infers that, either in 
the past or in the future, 
these Chapers have been or 
will be infilrated by Com¬ 
munists to the point of be¬ 
coming a subversive organ¬ 
ization. History has proven, 
as Henry Witty has pointed 
out, that his organization 
has been declared subver¬ 
sive in the past and! possibly 
a swing to the right in our 
State Legislature might 
change the complexion of 
the A.C.L.U. in the minds of 
our lawmakers. 

Mr. Fay closes by saying, 
"the A.C.L.U. exists to do 
in the area of civil liberties 
what Voltaire’s famous ex¬ 
pression attempted to claim 
for the area of thought and 
expression.” 

Francois M. A. Voltaire 
said: ‘‘I disapprove of what 
you say, but I will defend to 
the death your right to say 
it.” Freedom demands re¬ 
sponsibility or it will be 


abused to the point of its 
own destruction. Freedom of 
thought and expression 
should be accompanied by 
mural responsibility.

This week being devoted 
to Constitution Day celebra¬ 
tion on Sept. 17, it is certain¬ 
ly fitting that we renew our 
familiarity with the consti¬ 
tution which represents our 
greatest protection from 
tyrany. Our constitution is 
being threatened as never 
before in our history, and 
by those who profess al¬
